Report  says  Italian,  U.S. 
troops  nearly  clashed 

WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  U.S.  and  Italian  troops 
came  close  to  a  shooting  match  last  week  over  the 
custody  of  Palestinians  who  hijacked  the  Achilla 
Lauro,  a  broadcast  report  said  Thursday. 

Italian  troops  blocked  an  American  attempt  to  fly 
the  terrorists  directly  to  the  United  States  after 
they  were  brought  to  an  air  base  in  Italy,  CBS 
News  reported,  quoting  unidentified  U.S.  officials. 

A  Defense  Department  spokesman,  Lt.  Col.  Don 
Brownlee,  said  the  Pentagon  had  “no  comment 
whatsoever”  on  the  report. 

The  network  said  the  Italians  were  not  told  of  the 
U.S.  plan  to,  intercept  an  Egyptian  airliner  car¬ 
rying  the  hijackers  because  Italy  had  earlier  balked 
at  plans  to  mount  a  rescue  mission  while  terrorists 
still  held  the  cruise  liner,  and  the  U.S.  “no  longer 
trusted  the  Italian  government  to  act  firmly.” 

The  arrival  of  the  Egyptian  airliner  and  its  escort 
of  Navy  F- 14s  at  a  NATO  air  base  in  Sicily  sq 
surprised  the  Italians  that  they  scrambled  their 
jets  to  intercept  the  unidentified  planes,  the  report 
said. 

After  the  Egyptian  airliner  landed  at  the 
Sigonella  air  base.  Defense  Secretary  Caspar 
Weinberger  called  the  Italian  defense  minister, 
Giovanni  Spadolini,  with  word  of  the  U.S.  action, 
CBS  said. 

Weinberger  told  Spadolini  the  U.S.  wanted  to 
take  custody  of  the  terrorists,  and  Spadolini 
agreed,  the  network  said. 

Italian  premier  resigns; 
'goes  down  swinging' 

*  ROME  (AP)  —  Premier  Bettino  Craxi  resigned 
|  Thursday,  his  coalition  shattered  by  the  way  he 
handled  the  ship  hijacking  crisis,  and  he  went  down 
>  swinging  at  the  United  States  for  its  “polemical 
tone”  in  the  affair. 

In  a  statement  to  Parliament,  the  Socialist  pre¬ 
mier  accused  Washington  of  making  statements 


“which  I  believe  derive  from  an  incomplete  evalua¬ 
tion  of  the  facts  and  circumstances  in  which  the 
Italian  government  acted.” 

The  fate  of  Italy's  44th  postwar  government, 
which  in  another  month  would  have  been  the 
lpngest-lived,  was  sealed  Wednesday  by  the  res¬ 
ignations  of  Defense  Minister  Giovanni  Spadolini 
and  twq  ether  Cabinet  members  from  his  Republi¬ 
can  Party. 

They  quit  over  the  decision  to  release  Moham¬ 
med  Abbas,  a  PEG  official  the  United  States  ac¬ 
cuses  of  directing  the  hijacking  last  week  of  the 
cruise  liner  Achille  Lauro.  Leon  Klinghoffer,  a  69- 
year-old  American  passenger,  was  killed  while 
Palestinian  pirates  controlled  the  ship.  - 

The  foreign  policy  conflict  brought  down  the  cen¬ 
ter-left  coalition,  which  included  five  parties,  after 
26  months  in  office. 

Four  Palestinians  hijacked  the  ship  Oct.  7  off 
Port  Said,  Egypt,  and  surrendered  Oct.  9.  U.S. 
Navy  jets  from  the  aircraft  carrier  Saratoga  inter¬ 
cepted  an  Egyptian  airliner  carrying  the  pirates 
and  Abbas  and  forced  it  to  land  at  a  NATO  air  base 
in  Sicily  early  Friday,  Oct.  11. 

Craxi  submitted  his  resignation,  to  President 
Francesco  Cossiga  after  the  speech  to  Parliament 
and  was  asked  to  stay  on  in  a  caretaker  capacity. 

Fall  of  Italian  govt., 
hijacking  consequence 

WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  After  basking  in  the 
triumph  of  the  capture  of  the  hijackers  of  the  Achil¬ 
le  Lauro,  the  Reagan  administration  now  must  deal 
with  the  unfavorable  consequences,  underscored 
by  the  fall  of  an  Italian  government  long  supportive 
of  American  interests. 

Particularly  disturbing  to  some  is  that  a  terrorist 
incident  could  have  led  to  the  resignation  of  the 
government  of  Premier  Bettino  Craxi  of  Italy,  an 
important  NATO  ally. 

“We  all  have  been  trying  to  show  terrorists  can’t 
achieve  anything  by  what  they  do,”  said  Helmut 
Sonnenfeldt,  a  former  senior  Nixon  administration 
official  who  is  now  a  guest  scholar  at  the  Brookings 


Institution  here.  “The  terrorists  didn’t  intend  to 
Overthrow  the  Italian  government,  but  it  is  unfor¬ 
tunate  that  a  terrorist  incident  can  have  an  effect  of 
this  magnitude.” 

French  novelist  wins 
Nobel  literature  award 

STOCKHOLM,  Sweden  (AP)  —  Novelist  Claude 
Simon,  whose  complex  style  has  kept  his  work  from 
becoming  well  known  even  in  his  native  France, 
won  the  Nobel  Prize  for  literature  Thursday. 

Simon,  72,  became  the  12th  French  writer  to  win 
the  prestigious  award  and  the  first  since  1964, 
when  existentialist  author  and  playwright  Jean- 
Paul. Sartre  declined  to  accept  his  award. 

The  Swedish  Academy  said  it  had  been  watching; 
Simon’s  work  ever  since  he  became  known  as  an 
exponent  in  the  late  1950s  of  the  French  “nouveau, 
roman.”

Cougar  spikers 
take  to  the  road 
in  HCAC  action

The  BYU  women’s  volleyball  team  will  take  its 
unblemished  conference  record  across  the  Rockies 
to  Wyoming  and  Colorado  State  for  two  important 
HCAC  matches  this  weekend. 

“The  matches  this  week  are  really  important  to 
us.  Colorado  State  was  picked  by  the  coaches  to  win 
the  conference  and  Wyoming  was  picked  to  finish 
third  —  right  behind  us,”  said  BYU  Coach  Elaine 
Michaelis.  “Both  teams  will  have  good  crowds  with 
vocal  support.  It’s  important  that  we  play  well  from 
the  first.”. 

BYU  will  play  Wyoming  at  Laramie  on  Friday 
and  then  travel  to  F ort  Collins  for  the  game  against 
Colorado  State  Saturday.  All  three  teams  current¬ 
ly  hold  2-0  records  in  conference  play. 

Wyoming’s  top  hitter  is  Valinda  Hilleary  with 
200  kills  and  a  24  percent  average.  Setter  Chris 
Lambert  has  recorded  617  digs  to  lead  her  team  in 
that  category. 

BYU  split  its  two  games  with  the  Cowgirls  last 
season,  winning  3-1  in  Provo  and  dropping  a  3-0 
match  in  Laramie. 

“Wyoming  plays  exceptionally  good  defense. 
We’ll  expect  long  rallies,”  Michaelis  said.  “They  are 
a  very  emotional  team  with  determined  and  dedi¬ 
cated  players  who  work  hard  inside.
